CARES Increases Outreach 
Program with 24-hour Staffing

The Greenbelt CARES com- 
munity outreach program recently 
expanded its services by adding 
two new half-time crisis interven- 
tion counselors. Heather 
Hartman and Leslie Simms, who 
began work at CARES in the 
middle of May, serve as liaisons 
between Greenbelt law enforce- 
ment officials and community 
residents. 

The crisis intervention counse- 
lor position was created last year 
to work with the Police Depart- 
ment in providing mental health 
services and in following up on 
police reports. One CARES em- 
ployee served as the half-time 
counselor last year, but the posi- 
tion requires someone to be on 
call 24 hours a day. Hartman 
and Simms are glad to share the 
load because “it’s a stressful po- 
sition for one person,” Simms 
said. 

Each counselor officially 


works approximately 20 ‘hours 
per week, but either Hartman or 
Simms ts on call at all times. 
They are paged by the Greenbelt 
Police Department when their ser- 
vices are necessary. Therefore 
they are required to remain in the 
general vicinity while on call. 

The counselors’ services are 
typically requested in any situa- 
tion where a mental health pro- 
fessional would be helpful to the 
Police Department, such as a 
death notification, runaway situa- 
tion, persuading a witness to co- 
operate, cases of domestic vio- 
lence, and often when children 
are involved in any circumstance. 
They strive to decrease the need 
for repeat calls. 

Doctoral Candidates 

Both Hartman and Simms are 
life-long residents of Prince 
George’s County and committed 
to serving their local community. 
Hartman graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Maryland as a psychol- 


ogy major in 1994, with strong 
interests in clinical and commu- 
nity issues. She is currently work- 
ing towards her Ph.D. in clinical 
psychology at American Univer- 
sity, where she has already earned 
a master’s degree. Hartman first 
volunteered with CARES’s 
Wednesday night family clinic for 
one year during her undergradu- 
ate career. She is glad to return 
to the program. 

Simms graduated from St. 
Mary’s College with a B.A. in 
psychology in 1994, and has re- 
cently completed her fourth year 
of graduate studies at Howard 
University, where she is earning a 
Ph.D. in clinical psychology. 
Simms called the CARES office 
out of the blue looking for prac- 
tical job experience and was 
pleased to find the opportunity 
available. Both Simms and 
Hartman are currently full-time 
students working on their doctoral

GHI Holds Work Session 
About Historic District

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc 
(GHI) board of directors labored 
almost. four hours during a work 
session June 18, discussing con- 
cerns and procedures about be- 
coming a county historic district. 
By evening’s end, a subcommit- 
tee was formed to develop a 
timeline for presenting this issue 
to the membership. Their recom- 
mendations on how and when to 
proceed are expected to be dis- 
cussed at the July 9 board meet- 
ing. 

The whole issue of becoming 
a county historic district has been 
actively studied for five years by 
various groups. In 1993, at the 
request of the City of Greenbelt, 
a study was done by the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC) to look at the feasibility 
of establishing a county historic 
district in Greenbelt. They rec- 
ommended to the city in Febru- 
ary 1994 that county historic dis- 
trict status be pursued. 

Although the city is the entity 
which must make formal request 
for this designation, it has re- 
ferred the matter to GHI, the 
largest property owner in what 
would become the historic dis- 
trict, for its input. GHI subse- 
quently formed the Ad Hoc His- 
toric District Study Committee to 
study the pros and cons to assist 
in making a recommendation to 
the city. In October 1997, after 


almost four years of study, #he 
committee unanimously recom- 
mended that GHI endorse secur- 
ing county historic district status. 
Since then, the GHI board of di- 
rectors has held several work ses- 
sions, the last of which was on 
June 16, to determine what 
course of action should be taken. 
How to Proceed? 

There are a few key issues to 
be decided before any recommen- 
dations are made to the city. 
Who will make the decision — 
the board or the members? Al- 
though board members have 
stated individually the decision 
should be made by the member- 
ship, no formal vote has been 
taken. On June 19, when presi- 
dent Keith Jahoda asked, “Who is 
against the membership” [decid- 
ing}?, no hands were raised. 
Again, though, no motion was 
made or vote taken to officially 
give this responsibility to mem- 
bers. 

If the membership does make 
the decision, how will the deci- 
sion be made — by vote or ref- 
erendum? Both methods were 
discussed, with no decision made. 
Voting booths are used annually 
for elections, and referendums 
have reportedly been held in the 
past. With the latter, members 
would vote using a mail-in ballot. 

Issues of Concern 

About 25 concerns were iden- 

tified. After a closer look, they

1997 Outstanding Citizen 
Shone as City Volunteer

The Outstanding Citizen award 
is presented annually to a 
Greenbelt citizen who has pro- 
vided exemplary volunteer ser- 


_vice, past and present. Nomina- 


tions are being sought now. 
Greenbelt’s 1997 Outstanding 
Citizen — Michael F. Vaccaro — 
and the 24 recipients of the Out- 
standing Citizen Award that pre- 
ceded him have provided count- 
less hours of unpublicized ser- 
vice. Mike was truly a “commu- 
nity person” and a cheerleader for 
Greenbelt — his adopted home 
since 1976. In mid-November, 
1997, despite increasing pain and 
physical hardship, he volunteered 
to participate in a Channel 5 
morning show featuring 
Greenbelt. Four days later, on 
November 23, he died. 

The Fox 5 interview included 
a tour of the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center and an interview with 
Vaccaro — a cup of coffee in his 
hand! During that interview, 
Vaccaro acknowledged that he 
was Greenbelt’s first physically- 
challenged Outstanding Citizen. 
While he tried not to notice his 
limitations, other residents told 
him that they considered him 
their spokesman. Vaccaro com- 
mented that Greenbelt, despite its 
growth and current size, main- 
tains its small-town environment,

He noted his gratification each 
September as young adults and 
older youth return for the Labor 
Day Festival. 

Vaccaro’s volunteer efforts in- 
volved youth sports — coaching, 
officiating and organizing inter- 
mural basketball programs. Be- 
sides skills development, his fo- 
cus extended to good sportsman- 
ship, team work and the enjoy- 
ment of the game. His volunteer 
service also involved crime-watch 
activities, Boy Scouts, playing

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GHI's Responsibility? 

Your readers might be inter- 
ested in some further information 
on the current question of GHI 
members who were cited during 
the yard inspections for mildew 
on the vinyl siding of their 
homes. 

A flyer distributed to GHI 
homes this past week says, “The 
Member Handbook states on page 
37-95, section #4 that mold or 
mildew shall not be allowed to 
accumulate on exterior walls.” 
This is true. What the flyer fails 
to state, however, is that this item 
is part of a long list that begins 
on page 35-95, and that at the 
beginning of this list it says that 
some maintenance items are the 
responsibility of GHI and some 
of the member. The Handbook 
refers the reader to Section IT 
(beginning on page 32-91) to find 
out which items are GHI’s re- 
sponsibilities and which are 
members’. If one then consults 
Section II, one will discover that 
on page 33-91, #9, vinyl siding is 
listed as a GHI responsibility. 
The Handbook does not state 
what GHI’s function is in regard 
to vinyl siding, but in the absence 
of any clear statement in the 
handbook that members have any 
responsibility for the siding, GHI 
can hardly maintain that this is 
obviously a task and expense for 
the individual members. 

The argument was apparently 
raised that since this affects only 
some of the homes, it would be 
unjust to charge the cooperative 
as a whole. Well, anyone who 
has lived in GHI very long will 
recall many things, from badly 
draining walkways to moisture in 
interiors of homes that GHI has 
taken care of but which do not 
affect all of the units. One won- 
ders why mildew is different, es- 
pecially in view of the lack of 
clarity in the Handbook as to 
who: is responsible in this case. I

Shocked 


I was dismayed, nay shocked 
to learn of the intended use of so 
called “calming devices” on some 
of the roads in Greenbelt! I 
thought the use of such draconian 
measures of treating Road Anxi- 
ety Disorder (RAD) were a thing 
of the past, having been done 
away with in the 50’s. In a re- 
search paper published in 1959 
by Dr. Hugh “Bumpy” Macadam 
and Dr. Roger “Oilslick” Asphalt, 
it was reported that the use of 
road “calming devices” only 
served to increase the RAD of 
the roads studied. They found 
that it was much more effective 
to use the newly available road 
calming drugs such as Nice and 
Easy (pentoasphaltozine) and 
Sunday Drive (3-oxiconcreta). 
These drugs could be easily 
sprayed on the roads suffering 
from RAD with excellent calming 


effects and little or no long term— 


side effects. 

The research on which this 
paper was based was funded by 
the National Institutes of High- 
way Health (NIHH) and is still 
available from their archives un- 
der the title “Road Anxiety Disor- 
der - Calming Devices - We 


Think Not!” 

I hope that those considering 
the use of road “calming devices” 
will reconsider and make use of 
the modern therapies available to 
them.

Long time Greenbelt resident 
Peter P. Labukas, Sr., 75, died of 
cancer Sunday, June 28, at his 
home in Westchester Park.

At the Greenbelt East Advi- 
sory Committee (GEAC) meeting 
held at Greenbriar May 7, the 
paving of Greenbelt Road, a new 
medical center, new eviction leg- 
islation, and the new condo 
rights law were discussed.

Eviction Legislation 

City attorney Robert Manzi is 
drafting new eviction legislation 
for New Carrollton which 
Greenbelt might be interested in 
adopting. The new legislation 
would provide that, in the event 
of an eviction, the owner’s pos- 
sessions would be required to be 
stored by the owner for a limited 
period of time rather than simply 
set out on the street. Costs and 


storage fees would have to be 


paid by the owner before the 
property is released. Mayor Davis 
and Councilmember Edward 
Putens said that the city should 
push for this legislation at the 
state level. Pyles said 21 states 
now have similar legislation. 
Condo Rights 

The Maryland General Assem- 
bly recently passed Senate bill 18 
(House bill 38). The bill was 
signed into law by Governor 
Parris Glendening. The law pro- 
vides basic rights for condo- 
minium owners, including the 
right to meet, to comment on any 
part of condominium operation, 
vote for officers of the condo- 
minium association, and to dis- 
tribute condominium information. 

Memorial Areas 

- GEAC discussed plans for a 
memorial area in Greenbelt 
East. Chair Sheldon Goldberg 
suggested that a subcommittee 
be formed to formulate a plan. 
Dorothy Pyles, vice chair, and 
Charlene MacAdams, treasurer, 
agreed to serve on the subcom- 
mittee. 

Mayor Davis expressed the 
view that multiple memorial ar- 
eas in the city would be a good 
idea, and beautify the city. All 
the sites would be for the 
whole city and paid for by the 
city. She suggested GEAC 
write a letter to the Community 
Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB) outlining the proposal. 
Davis also explained that a 
bench in memory of Al Herling 
and donated by the Prince 
George’s Arts Council will be 
placed in front of the library. 


Parking on Hanover 

Kay Moomey, of Hunting 
Ridge, raised the issue of trucks 
parking along Hanover Parkway 
making for dangerous turns 
onto Hanover Parkway. Mayor 
Davis promised to look into it. 

NYLCARE Parking 

GEAC members expressed 
concern. that parking for 
NYLCARE is overflowing into 
residential areas. Since most of 
these cars arrive in the morning 
when residents have left for 
work, and since the cars are 
mostly gone when residents re- 
turn, there haven’t been many 
complaints so far. The consen- 
sus was that GEAC would wait 
and see if any problems de- 
velop.

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Eleanor Roosevelt Sings 
To Celebrate the Spring

On May 8 Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) presented 
the all-choirs spring soncert di- 
rected by Dr. Barbara Baker 
and Judy Moore. 

Many excellent pieces were 
scattered throughout the pro- 
gram. “Sanctus” by Andrea 
Klouse, presented by the Con- 
cert Choir, directed by Moore, 
got the evening off to a won- 
derful start. The concert choir 
had a beautiful crisp sound. 

The Men’s Choir, under Dr. 
Baker, offered a lovely arrange- 
ment of “Shenandoah,” per- 
fectly sung, and a fun version 
of “Sixteen Candles,” with au- 
thentic 50s piano played with 
verve by the multi-talented 
Chris Fominaya. 

The Chamber Choir directed 
by Dr. Baker was somewhat un- 
even. They sometimes had pitch 
problems. And sometimes the 
words would be hard to hear 
when the men sang very softly 
or when the women sang high 
in their range. 

The Chamber Choir more 
than redeemed themselves, 
however, with “Pie Jesu” by 
Andrew Lloyd Webber. The 
piece began with long resonant 
notes in perfect harmony. And 
floating above the choir was 
another sound so perfect I 
didn’t recognize it as human for 
a second, nor could I detect the 
source immediately. The rich 
resonant sound just seemed to 
fill the hall. Then I saw that 
this beautiful sound was com- 
ing from Susannah Hoffman, 
one of the soloists, She was 
matched by Erin Rada. A per- 
fect pair of sopranos. 

World Premiere 

Next was the world premiere 
of “Wood Songs,” a suite of 
three songs. This work was 
produced jointly by the English 
and music departments with 
help from the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission. The music 
was written by W.G. Pete 
Stokes. The words were all 
written by ERHS students. 
Amy Buchanan wrote “Willow.” 
Rob Harden wrote “Flounder- 
ing.” Zach Speakes wrote 
“Sunflowers.” 

“Wood Songs” proved to be 
a charming modern choral com- 
position — a worthwhile 
project for all involved, and a 
treat for the audience. 

The Women’s Choir, under 
Dr. Baker, offered a superb ren- 
dition of “Domine Deus.” The 
women’s diction seemed better 
in Latin than in English. But 
an important factor was the su- 
perior arranging skills of J.S. 
Bach and Felix Mendelssohn. 

Next the Massed Women’s 
Choir (Chamber, Women’s, 
Gospel choirs) presented the 
show-stopping “This is the Day, 
Rejoice!” which Dr. Baker 
milked for all it was worth. 
Such polish and showmanship 
came as something of a surprise 
but it shouldn’t have, knowing 
Dr. Baker’s excellent work. 

Gospel Choir 

The Gospel Choir offered 
four spirituals/gospel songs, in 
which Dr. Baker shared the pi- 
ano playing chores with Jernell 
Reynolds-Armstrong, an ex- 
tremely talented young man. 
Tyrone Johnson played bass, 
Derrick Plummer played drums, 
and Dr. Baker turned over the 
leadership of the Gospel Choir 


to student director David 
Dupree. They all did excellent 
work. The only complaint was 
that the bass and drums tended 
to drown out the singers, a 
problem Dr. Baker would prob- 
ably have corrected had she 
been listening from out front. 

Inevitably a lot of that fine 
choral sound gets lost back 
stage, soaked up in the heavy 
stage curtains. The band shell 
definitely helps. Next time I 
suggest that the choral risers be 
placed further downstage (to- 
ward the audience) as far as 
possible. That way more of the 
choral sound will be projected 
into the auditorium. 

“I’m Gonna Sing Til the 
Spirit” pitted three tenors (no, 
not those three!) Larry 
Hamilton, David Dupree, and 
Robert Robinson against the 


Massed Choir (Gospel, 
Women’s, Men’s, Concert, 
Chamber). 


The program closed with a 
fine rendition of “Everytime I 
Feel the Spirit,” with soloist 
Frances Edralin singing against 
the Chamber and Women’s 
choirs. 

Throughout the program 
there were various sign lan- 
guage interpreters, one, two, 
three, or a whole choir, choreo- 
graphed by Mia Yamada. Sign- 
ing for the performing arts has 
become an art form, a perfor- 
mance in its own right, which 
Yamada clearly understands. 
She is an excellent choreogra- 
pher. The signers’ names were 
not in the program. Although 
Dr. Baker mentioned them, I 
couldn’t write that fast. My 
apologies. The tall slim young 
woman with the cafe au lait 
complexion who seemed to do 
most of the signing is a grace- 
ful dancer. Her movements 
were fluid and a pleasure to 
watch.

College Trust 


The Maryland Prepaid Col- 
lege Trust has extended the ap- 
plication deadline for its 1998 
open enrollment period from 
June 30 to July 31. The exten- 
sion, approved recently by the 
program’s board, provides 
Maryland families more time to 
apply for a contract to prepay 
for their children’s future col- 
lege education. 

The one-month extension 
also allows parents time to de- 
termine the impact of new tax 
legislation signed by Governor 
Parris N. Glendening on May 
22. The two new tax laws 
eliminate the Maryland state in- 
come tax on the earnings when 
the contract benefits are paid to 
a college and provide up to a 
$2,500 Maryland state income 
tax deduction for each year a 
family makes contract payments 
to the program. The earnings 
are still taxable at the federal 
level, but at the child’s tax rate 
and not the contract purchas- 
ers.’

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dissertations. 

Hartman said that “working 
with the police has been great” 
and that she has come to a keener 
appreciation of the work that law 
enforcement officers do. In addi- 
tion to their direct involvement 
with the police, Hartman and 
Simms assist with family therapy 
groups on Wednesday nights, ad- 
dressing issues of communication, 
parenting skills and dealing with 
emotions. 

Simms facilitates a domestic 
violence group for women cur- 
rently involved in or recently re- 
moved from abusive situations. 
This twelve-week group meets on 
Thursday nights at the police sta- 
tion. It still has room for new 
members. 

The position was increased 
from one half-time employee to 
two half-time employees to de- 
crease the demands shouldered by 
one individual. Simms and 
Hartman enjoy working as a team; 
however, Simms commented that 
“there must be a need for the 
work we’re doing because we're 
staying awfully busy.” 

According to Greenbelt 
CARES Director Carol Leventhal, 
CARES provides a wide variety of 
services in addition to the contri- 
butions of the crisis intervention 
counselors. The program offers 
formal counseling for individuals 
and groups, information and refer- 
ral services for other counseling 
needs, and educational and support 
groups at Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary and Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. Leventhal hopes to offer 
similar services at Greenbelt 
Middle School one day. A year- 
round GED class and tutoring as- 
sistance are also offered. 

With the exception of GED 
classes for non-Greenbelt residents, 
all CARES programs are free of 


charge. Counseling services are 

restricted to Greenbelt residents 

because the demand is so great. 
History of CARES 

Leventhal said that the CARES 
program originated in the early 
1970s as the brainchild of Dr. Leo 
Walder, a Greenbelt resident and 
member of the faculty in the De- 
partment of Psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. Because of 
his lifelong interest and research 
regarding the problems of aggres- 
sion and violence in children, 
Walder was hired by the Anne 
Arundel County Council to teach 
children to make simple behavioral 
changes to reduce aggressiveness. 
One day while he was making 
photocopies at the local bank, 
someone suggested to Walder that 
he begin a similar youth program 
in Greenbelt. 

CARES began humbly as a 
walk-in clinic on Wednesday eve- 
nings in the basement of the 
Greenbelt Community Church. It 
was run by Dr. Walder, his wife 
and some psychology graduate stu- 
dents. The Wednesday night fam- 
ily clinic that Simms and Hartman 
facilitate has barely changed from 
its origins under Walder. 

During the Nixon administra- 
tion, Walder wrote a proposal to 
the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Agency to grant money for a 
youth services bureau in Greenbelt. 
Funding for the program began on 
March 5, 1973. The official title 
of the program has changed from 
the Greenbelt Cares Youth Services 
Bureau to the Greenbelt Cares 
Youth and Family Services Bu- 
reau, but it is still familiarly 
known to all residents as Greenbelt 
CARES. 


Leventhal began her tenure at . 


CARES when the program was 
launched in 1973. She had just 
earned her master’s degree in so- 
cial work from the University of 
Maryland in 1973 and was hired 
by Walder as a part-time social 
worker. Leventhal has served the 
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Patuxent Programs
